Joe Campbell, WD6APL, is a Board Member 
of the Mount Diablo Radio Amateur Club.

A. MOUNTAIN HIGH 
OR 
A POOR HAMS DX-PEDITION 


We've all read about the various exploits of the 
celebrated DX-peditions around the world. Have you 
found yourself dreaming about exotic places, the 
hardships, the fellowships and the like? Well so 
have I! I figured it was about time to take the 
Mic by the Coax (to coin a phrase). First, we 
needed an exotic far off spot with a romantic sound- 
ing name like Clipperton, Easter Island or Bummer- 
ville. That's it--Bummerville! With site selection 
behind us, next came the always hard job of crew 
selection. They must be able to withstand the 
relentless elements. Be able, bare up (oops wrong 
word) bear up under great operating difficulties. 

So we started the list (in sequence by their 
qualifications): 


WD6DKW Pete (his cabin) 

WA6KGI Jack (only one crazy enough to 
climb 125 feet up a tree)

Next morning while the 'A' team (with crazy Jack) 
was busy erecting a 300 foot long, 100 feet high 
long wire, I moved over to the upstairs western 
station. Upstairs has two stations, one on the west 
wall and one on the east wall.

Oh boy! Chow call, nothing better than a meal in 
the wilds. What a meal it was. Only thing left was 
to put the dishes in the dishwasher and get back to 
our hardships. 


Seconds turned to minutes, minutes to hours-- 
CQ CQ CQ--My voice was failing. We were running 
low on supplies (the Oly was all gone). Now two 
stations going then three. Using 2M for inter- 
station coordination we were really cooking. We 
were now averaging better than 5 contacts per beer.
